Supervisory telephone company 
em ployes began taking over opera 
Hon of long distance lines shortly 
afte r the strike w ent into effect 
a t 5 a. rn. c.d.t. 
By mid morning 
long distance service in most sec­ 
tions of the country was curtailed, 
an d in some cases reduced to emer 
geney calls only. 
Local telephone service through­ 
o u t the nation was reported nearly 
norm al. Telephone com pany spokes­ 
m en gave assurances that the auto­ 
m atic switchboard 
system which 
controls 85 per cent of local tole 
phone service would not be affect­ 
ed by the strike. 
The walkout was called against 
W estern Electric by the Commu­ 
nications Workers of America, a 
union representing 23,800 employes 
w ho install Western Electric tele­ 
phone equipment in central offices 
of telephone and telegraph compa­ 
nies. 
The union had dem anded a 
p ay boost and improved fringe ben­ 
efits, but negotiations broke off 
th re e hours before the strike dead­ 
line. 
They were scheduled to re­ 


sume this afternoon. 
The union estimated that 150,000 
telephone company employes would 
observe the installer s picket lines, 
■ which were only of token size in 
many communities. 
However, ear­ 
ly reports indicated that the picket 
lines were only 40 or 50 per cent 
effective as a national average.

Near Airport 


Death Toll Held 
Down as Wreckage 
Does Not Burn 


NEW BEDFORD. Mass. ( U P ) - 
A fog-delayed 
Northeast airliner 
with 24 persons aboard including 
homeward-bound v a c a t i o n i s t s 
plunged into a swamp last night. 
At least IO persons, including 
the pilot and co-pilot, were killed 
and 14 others were injured when

Plane Didn’t Burn 
The radar-less twin-engine DC3 
split wide open like a broken egg. 
But the death toll was held down 
by the fact the wreckage did not 
burn. 
Rescuers walked or rode single 
file over a narrow, winding dirt 
road, 
only 
open 
access 
to 
the 
swamp, and spread ladders end 
on end over the bog to gain foot­ 
ing in carrying out the dead, dy­ 
ing and injured. 
Floodlights pierced the clammy 
fog, silhouetting the broken fuse­ 
lage. 
It was suspended in trees 
with the right side of the tail six 
feet off the ground. 
The left wing 
and 
left tail 
were sheared off. 
The

was 
ripped 
open 
The nose was partly buried 
in mud 50 feet away. 
The silver airliner, flight 285, 
had taken off from Boston’s Lo­ 
gan Airport at 5:50 p. rn. e.d.t. 
and had stopped at Hyannis on 
Cape Cod, and the vacation is­ 
lands of Nantucket and M artha's 
Vineyard. 
The plane was to make 
a call at New Bedford’s Munici­ 
pal Airport before continuing on 
to La Guardia Field, New York. 
Drops Suddenly 
While circling Municipal A irport 
for a landing, the plane suddenly 
dropped to the ground, disappear­ 
ing behind thick trees. 
So dense 
were the trees, the wreckage was 
not found until 1 1 : 1 0 p. rn., more 
than two hours after the crash. 
Rescue operations were slowed 
down by the inaccessibility of the 
swamp. 
Ambulances, trucks and 
fire apparatus had to travel slow­ 
ly single file over the only dirt 
road. 
A small stream on the edge 
of the bog 
had to be 
bridged 
with ladders.

How to Use Your New Dial Telephone: Interesting Facts 


This is how to use your new dial telephone. 
F irst 
listen for dial tone—a steady humming: sound. 
When you hear the dial tone, dial your number, 
omitting the letters on local calls. 
On dialing all num­ 
bers pull the dial around until your finger strikes the 
“ finger stop.” 
Release the dial and let it return with­ 
out interference. 
After you have finished dialing you should hear the 
ringing sound—a burring sound. 
If you hear the busy signal—a rapid buzz-buzz- 
buzz—the number you are dialing is busy. 
Hang up 
and try the number later.

To call a neighbor on your own party line, always 
listen for the dial tone before dialing. 
When you hear the dial tone, dial the code figures

neighbor’s also will ring. 
When your neighbor answers
